"The greatest pleasure that can come 
to anyone," said Mr. Manly, "is to re­ 
alize an ideal, to teach others to love 
one’s ideal and to so reveal its beauty 
and 
reality that 
others 
will 
follow. 
W hen a person of strong ideals is 
th w arted in his desires and d ish eart­ 
ened at every turn, misunderstoo I and 
maligned, his life becomes a tragedy." 
T H E CHARACTER OF SHYLOCK. 
Is a tragic character. He has in him 
th e ideals of this race. He is a Jew and 
he is placed in an environm ent th a t has 
a tendency to make him believe th a t all 
the Christian world, all tho conditions 
around him would take aw ay his re­ 
ligion and his individuality and destroy 
him.

duced them to add rice to their menu and 
benefit them correspondingly. 
Oriental 
people have long known 
the value of 
rice, and the southern people, as a class, 
especially in the gulf and south Atlantic 
states, appreciate it so much, along with 
corn grits and cornbread, that no meal is 
considered complete without it. 
It is 
excellent 
with 
butter or gravy and a 
superior addition to soup. It can be con­ 
verted into most palatable and nutritious 
desserts. 
Cornbread, corncake and corn 
grits are southern dishes. 
On hog and 
hominy the negro m aintains his great 
muscle and the w hile man thrives In this 
section. 
As much depends upon cook­ 
ing, attention must be paid to these m at­ 
ters. 
As a rule the northern people know how 
to prepare potatoes for the table and 
southern people do not. 
The northern 
cook make* the potatoes mealy and de­ 
lectable; the ordinary southern cook con­ 
verts it Into a hdrd, soggy indigestible 
mass. 
The northern cook turns rice into 
glue and imperils Its palatability: 
the

states, appreciate it so much, along with 
corn grits and cornbread, that no meal Is 
considered complete without it. 
it is 
excellent 
with butter or gravy and a 
superior addition to soup. It c an be con­ 
verted into most palatable and nutritious 
desserts. 
Cornbread** corncake and corn 
grits are southern dishes. 
On hog and 
hominy the negro maintains his great 
muscle and the white man thrives in this 
section. 
As much depends upon cook­ 
ing, attention must be paid to these mat­ 
ters. 
As a rule the northern people know how 
to prepare potatoes for the table and 
southern people do not. 
The northern 
cook makes the potatoes mealy und de­ 
lectable; the ordinary southern cook con­ 
verts it into a lutrd, soggy indigestible 
mass. 
The northern cook t u r n s rice into 
glue and Imperils Its palatability; 
tho 
southern cook brings it to a dry and suc­ 
culent condition, We of the south should 
learn to cook potatoes properly and the 
northern folk should learn how to manip­ 
ulate rice.

MR. C O U G H L IN S SAD STORY, 
Mr. Jam es Coughlin, fath er-in-law of 
Cooley, made the fellowing statem ent 
to the police:
